In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of Securities Corporation of America the Company

as of and for the year ended June 30 2010 in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United

States of America we considered the Companys internal control over financial reporting internal control as basis

for designing our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements but not

for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Companys internal control Accordingly we do

not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the Companys internal control

Also as required by Rule 17a-5g1 of the Securities and Exchange Commission we have made study of the

practices and procedures including tests of compliance with such practices and procedures followed by Securities

Corporation of America that we considered relevant to the objectives stated in Rule 17a-5g1 in making the

periodic computations of aggregate indebtedness and net capital under Rule 17a-311 We did not review the

practices and procedures followed by the Company in making the quarterly securities examinations counts

verifications and comparisons and the recordation of differences required by Rule 7a-1 or in complying with the

requirements for prompt payment for securities under Sec of Regulation of the Board of Governors of the

Federal Reserve System because the Company does not carry security accounts for customers or perform custodial

functions relating to customer securities

The management of the Company is responsible for establishing and maintaining an internal control structure and

the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph In fulfilling this responsibility estimates and

judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of internal control

structure policies and procedures and of the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph and to

assess whether those practices and procedures can be expected to achieve the Commissions above-mentioned

objectives Two of the objectives of an internal control structure and the practices and procedures are to provide

management with reasonable but not absolute assurance that assets for which the Company has responsibility are

safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and thattransactions are executed in accordance with

managements authorization and recorded properly to permit preparation of financial statements in conformity with

accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America Rule 7a-5g lists additional objectives of

the practices and procedures listed in the preceding paragraph

Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure or the practices and procedures referred to above

errors or irregularities may occur and not be detected Also projection of any evaluation of them to future periods is

subject to the risk that they may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of

their design and operation may deteriorate
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Our consideration of the internal control was for the limited purpose described in the preceding paragraphs and

would not necessarily identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be significant deficiencies or material

weaknesses and therefore there can be no assurance that all such deficiencies have been identified However as

discussed below we identified certain deficiency in internal control that we consider to be significant deficiency

deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of control does not allow management or

employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions to prevent or detect misstatements on

timely basis material weakness is deficiency or combination of deficiencies in internal control such that there

is reasonable possibility that material misstatement of the entitys financial statements will not be prevented or

detected and corrected on timely basis We did not identify any deficiencies in internal control that we consider to

be material weaknesses

significant deficiency is deficiency or combination of deficiencies in internal control that is less severe than

material weakness yet important enough to merit attention by those charged with governance We consider the

following deficiency to be significant deficiency

Separation of Duties

The Company operates its accounting and reporting function with principally two individuals which precludes

proper segregation of duties This condition is not however unusual in entities the size of the Company It is

important for management to be aware of this condition and to realize that the concentration of duties and

responsibilities in two individuals is not desirable from control point of view Under these conditions the most

effective controls rest in managements knowledge and monitoring of matters relating to the Companys financial

affairs

We understand that practices and procedures that accomplish the objectives referred to in the second paragraph of

this report are considered by the Commission to be adequate for its purpose in accordance with the Securities

Exchange Act of 1934 and related regulations and that practices and procedures that do not accomplish such

objectives in all material respects indicate material inadequacy for such purposes Based on this understanding

and on our study we believe that the Companys practices and procedures were adequate at June 30 2010 to meet

the Commissions objectives
